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REPORT 11% INCREASE 
IN FRESHMAN CLASS SIZE 
AT U. OF A, 


The University of Maine's 1967 
freshman clase will be approxi- 
mately 11 per cent larger than the 
1966 class, it has been reported 
by U-M Admissions Director 
Jameg Harmon. 

Marmon, in compiling figures. 
on freshman. enrollments ot bota 
the Orona and Portland carmpus+ 
e3, noted that this fall 1015 first. 
year students have heen admitted 
at Gren awe ainl aB9 uh Portland. 
Tails compares to lest year's totals 
of 136 of Oreno and 839 at 
Portland, 


In addition, there will be 163 
freshmen entering the Auguste 
branch to study under two nea 
two-year programs leading to 
associate degrees, 


The total of freshmen enroli- 
ed for the fall semester Is far be- 
low the number actually invited 
fo enroll, according to Harmon, 
For instance, at Qrong about 
2900 students were invited to en» 
roll, having been found qualified, 
but only 1815 actually enrolled, 
with others goiny to other Insti- 
tutions, 


Applications for admittance ag 
freshmen at the university were 
up approximately six per cent 
over the applications In 1968, 
Harmon said, but added that i 
the students were counted who 
applied for admission and then 
were admitted for the first time 
at the Augusta branch, that the 
Increase percentage would be 
closer to nine percent. 


Freshman applications for this 
year totaled 4696 at Orono and 
742 at Portland. 


Harmon sald that a9 far as he 
knew no qualified in-state stu. 
dent who desired admission to 
the university was rejected. He 
did say that many quallffed out- 
of-atate students were rejected 
because of lack of housing, class- 
room space and faculty chort- 
ages, 


The university attempts to 
maintain a ratlo of 80 per cent 
in-state admission ond 20 pee 
cent out-of-state, 


Harmon sald Maine did not 
raise its admission standards for 
Incstate students or for out-of- 
state students, as many ctate and 
land-grant institutions through- 
out the country have done. He 
added that he belleved the fogh 
sehoolt had raised thelr stan- 
dards and were offering mors 
qualified students for admission 
to the university, thas relieving 
the U-Mf from that necessity.

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RED CROSS WARNS OF 
COLD HANDS, 
NOSES AND FROSTBITE 

Snow, fee, and bitterly cold 
winds may soon bring us another 
of winter's painful and sometimes 
dangerous ‘tricks’—frosthite, 

Howard E. Camp, Jr. area dt- 
rector of Safety Services for the 
Red Cross Eastern Area, says 
frostbite can occur, unnoticed, to 
herds, feet, ears, or nose of any~ 
one outdoors in the bitter wea- 
ther, 

“It occurs to the extremities of 
the body, where there fs limited 
blood = efretltation,” explained 
Camp. “Frostbite Is recogniza- 
ble and painful, but unless it's 
& severe casa ff ean be tréat- 
ed._ effectively at home.’ 

He said mild frostbite causes 
the skin to become reddened 
(later changing to white or graye 
ish-yellow), numb, and cold, The 
best treatment is to cover the 
area with a loosely wrapped wool 
seart or sweater and get indoors, 

“Don't stay outside, or rub 
the area or press snow against 
{t,” warned Camp. He sald rub- 
bing can injure the skin and 
tear the underlying tlasue, Once 
indoors, Camp said, the frozen 
area will thaw and begin to 
ache. 

“You can warm it by placing 
your hand over the frosthitten 
spot,” sald Camp. Mildly frost- 
bitten hands or feet may be Im- 
mersed In water of 90-100 de- 
grees, but no hotter. 


Hf, after thawing the puin wor- 


sens and persists, then medfeal 
attention should be sought 

Severe frostbite, the Red Cross 
official noted, demands the im- 
mediate care of a doctor. Severe 
frostbite turns the skin red and 
then white or graylsh-yellow. 
Blisters may appear. The frost- 
bitten area will be numb, very 
cold, and become rigid, 

“Get this person to a doctor, 
right away,” says Camp. “Dont 
use water, just wrap a searf 
loosely ground the ares.” 

He said frosthite can be pre- 
vented by wearing warm cloth- 
Ing when going outdoors. Woot 
mittens are suggested Instead of 
tloves, and wool socks Ears 
should be covered by earmufts 
feven under a hood), particular.
